Obama slips inte Afghanistan 
tn voice U.S. resolve

KABUL (AP) — Under elaborate secrecy, 
President Barack Obama slipped into 
Afghanistan on Sunday near the front lines of 
the increasingly bloody 8-year-old war he is 
expanding and affirmed America’s commitment 
to destroying al-Qaida and its extremist allies 
in the land where the 9-11 plot was hatched. 
Obama’s six-hour visit was conducted entirely 
under the shroud of nightfall, after Air Force 
One’s unannounced flight from the U.S. Obama 
defended his decision to escalate the fight, 
telling troops whose numbers he is tripling that 
their victory is imperative to America’s safety. 
His bid to shore up faith in the struggle was 
aimed both at the troops who cheered him and 
Americans back home. And, he demanded 
accountability from Afghan authorities to make 
good on repeated promises to improve living 
conditions, rein in corruption and enforce the 
rule of law to prevent people from joining the 


insurgency. 

“Your services are absolutely necessary, 
absolutely essential to America’s safety and 
security,” the president told a lively crowd of 
about 2,500 troops and civilians at Bagram Air 
Field north of Kabul. “Those folks back home 
are relying on you. We can’t forget why we’re 
here.” It was Obama’s first trip as president 
to Afghanistan, where the number of U.S. 
troops killed has roughly doubled in the first 
three months of 2010 compared with the same 
period last year as Washington has added tens 
of thousands of additional soldiers to reverse 
the Taliban’s momentum. 

“We did not choose this war,” Obama reminded 
the troops, recalling the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
and warning that al-Qaida was still using the 
region to plan terrorist strikes against the U.S. 
and its allies. “We are going to disrupt and 
dismantle, defeat and destroy al-Qaida and its 
extremist allies.”

ANALYSIS: It’S 
the economy again 
come Election Day

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Losers in a brutal struggle 
with President Barack 
Obama, Republicans now 
hope voter anger over newly 
enacted health care legislation 
will propel them to victory in 
the November election when 
control of Congress will be at 
stake. 

Forget about it. 

No matter the impact of health 
care, the economy still matters 
most — unemployment in 
particular — in a country 
struggling to emerge from the 
deepest recession in decades. 
In poll after poll, it isn’t even 
close. 

A CBS/New York Times poll 
taken last month, when the 
health care debate was in a 
lull, showed 52 percent of 
those surveyed identified the 
economy as their top priority. 
Health care was a distant 
second at 13 percent. 

The gap closed somewhat 
this month as Obama and 
the Democratic-controlled 
Congress put more of a 
focus on the legislation, but 
not by enough to upend the 
public’s order of priorities. 
A CNN/Opinion research 
survey in mid-March showed 
the economy was the top 
issue, at 43 percent of those 
polled, with health care at 23 
percent. 

“There is still one number that 
matters most on Election Day, 
and that is the unemployment 
number,” said David Winston, 
a Republican pollster.

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NY archbishop defends pope against sex abuse furor

NEW YORK (AP) New 
York Archbishop Timothy 
Dolan was greeted with 
applause after finishing Palm 
Sunday Mass by defending 
Pope Benedict XVI against 
suggestions he aided cover- 
ups of reports of child abuse. 
The standing-room-only 


crowd at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral applauded for 20 
seconds after Dolan read a 
statement calling the pope the 
“leader in purification, reform 
and renewal that the church so 
very much needs.” 

Still, Dolan said reports of 
abuse of minors by some 
priests in Ireland and Germany 
and the retelling of the abuse 


of children by a priest in 
Wisconsin had “knocked us 
to our knees once again” and 
intensified the sombemess 
of Holy Week, the most 
sacred time on the Christian 
calendar. 

The leader of the second- 
largest U.S. diocese urged 
the Manhattan congregation 
to pray for the pope, saying 
he was suffering some of the 
same unjust accusations once 
faced by Jesus. 

“Anytime this horror, this 
vicious sin, this nauseating 
crime is reported, as it needs to 
be, victims and their families 
are wounded again, the vast 
majority of faithful priests 
bow their heads in shame 
anew and sincere Catholics 
like you experience another 
dose of shock, sorrow and 
even anger,” Dolan said. 

He added: “What deepens the 
sadness now is the unrelenting 
insinuations against the Holy 
Father himself, as certain 
sources seem almost frenzied 
to implicate the man.” 

In Vatican City, the pope in 


his Palm Sunday homily made 
no direct mention of the abuse 
scandal, which has drawn 
fresh attention to the church’s 
handling of cases of pedophile 
priests. 

Dolan in his homily also didn’t 
mention the scandal, but a 
church spokesman alerted 
reporters in the crowd that he 
would make a statement at the 
end of the Mass, which lasted 
more than an hour. 

Dolan credited the pope for 
making possible the progress 
the Catholic Church has 
made in the United States 
against “this sickening sin and 
crime,” saying changes “could 
never have happened without 
the insistence and support 
of the very man now being 
daily crowned with thorns by 
groundless innuendo.” 

He asked whether the church 
and the pope “need intense 
scrutiny and just criticism for 
tragic horrors long past?” 
“Yes! Yes!” he said, answering 
his question. “He himself 
has asked for it, encouraging 
complete honesty, at the same 


time eloquently expressing 
contrition and urging a 
thorough cleansing. 

“All we ask is that it be fair 
and that the Catholic Church 
not be singled out for a 
horror that has cursed every 
culture, religion, organization, 
institution, school, agency and 
family in the world,” he said. 
Palm Sunday, the Sunday 
before Easter, marks Jesus’ 
entry into Jerusalem and the 
laying of palm fronds before 
him. Outside the cathedral 
Sunday, worshippers emerging 
from the service with palm 
fronds were largely supportive 
of Dolan’s remarks. 

“I thought it was very well 
put,” said Inga Yungwirth, of 
Hagerstown, Maryland. “It 
doesn’t shake my faith.” 
Earlier, several protesters had 
gathered outside the Gothic- 
style cathedral, which sits 
on Fifth Avenue opposite 
Rockefeller Center. 

“Honk if Pope should resign,” 
said one sign, which attracted 
only an occasional toot from 
drivers. □ 
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Official: Gun charges after FBI raids in U.S.

ADRIAN, Mich. (AP) — The FBI said 
Sunday that agents conducted weekend 
raids in three states and arrested at least 
three people, and a militia leader in 
Michigan said the target of at least one of 
the raids was a Christian militia group. 

The FBI said the raids took place in 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio. Federal 
warrants were sealed, but a federal law 
enforcement official speaking on condition 
of anonymity said some of those arrested 
face gun charges and officials are pursuing 
other suspects. 

FBI spokeswoman Sandra Berchtold said 
there had been activity in two southeast 
Michigan counties near the Ohio state line. 
She wouldn’t say whether they were tied to 
the raids in the other states. 

FBI spokesman Scott Wilson said agents 
arrested two people Saturday after raids in 
two towns in Ohio. A third arrest was made 
in northeast Illinois on Sunday, a day after 
a raid took place just over the border in 
northwest Indiana. 

George Ponce, 18, who works at a pizzeria 
next door to a home raided in Hammond, 
Indiana, said he and a few co-workers 
stepped outside for a break Saturday night 
and saw a swarm of law enforcement. 

“I heard a yell, ‘Get back inside!’ and saw 
a squad member pointing a rifle at us,” 
Ponce said. “They told us the bomb squad 
was going in, sweeping the house looking 
for bombs.” 

He said another agent was in the bushes near 
the house, and law enforcement vehicles 
were “all over.” He estimated that agents 
took more than two dozen guns from the 
house. 

Michael Lackomar, a spokesman for the 
Southeast Michigan Volunteer Militia, said 
one of his team leaders got a frantic phone 
call Saturday evening from members of 
Hutaree, a Christian militia group, who 
said their property in southwest Michigan 
was being raided by the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives. 

“They said they were under attack by the 
ATF and wanted a place to hide,” Lackomar 
said. “My team leader said, ‘no thanks.’ “ 
The team leader was cooperating with the 
FBI on Sunday, Lackomar said. He said 
SMVM wasn’t affiliated with Hutaree, 
which states on its Web site to be “prepared 


to defend all those who belong to Christ 
and save those who aren’t.” 

“We believe that one day, as prophecy says, 
there will be an Anti-Christ,” the group’s 
Web site said. “Jesus wanted us to be ready 
to defend ourselves using the sword and 
stay alive using equipment. 

An e-mail sent to the group by The 
Associated Press wasn’t returned Sunday, 
and phone numbers for the group’s 
leadership were not immediately available. 
Berchtold, the FBI spokeswoman in 
Michigan, said she couldn’t confirm if the 
raids were connected to Hutaree. 

Lackomar said none of the raids focused on 
his group. Lackomar said about eight to 10 
members of Hutaree trained with SMVM 
twice in the past three years. SMVM holds 
monthly training sessions focusing on 
survival training and shooting practice, 
Lackomar said. 

In Michigan, police swarmed a rural, 
wooded property around 7 p.m. Saturday 
outside Adrian, about 70 miles southwest 
of Detroit, said Evelyn Reitz, who lives 
about a half-mile away. She said several 
police cars, with lights flashing, were still 
there Sunday evening and 15 to 20 officers 
were stationed in the area. 

Neighbor Jane Cattell said she came home 
from the movies Saturday night and a 
helicopter was circling above, its spotlight 
illuminating her house. She and her sister, 
Sarah Holtz, wouldn’t say who lived in the 
home but said they knew them from riding 
their horses past their house. 

“They’re your average, nice neighbors,” 
Holtz said. There were rumors about ties 
to a militia, but Holtz she knew nothing of 
that from her interaction with them. 

One of the raids in Ohio occurred at 
Bayshore Estates, a trailer park in Sandusky, 
a small city on Lake Erie between Toledo 
and Cleveland, park manager Terry Mills 
said. Authorities blocked off the street for 
about an hour Saturday night, he said. 
“Needless to say, this has everyone talking,” 
said Mills, 62. “We have a lot of retirees 
here who don’t want all this commotion.” 
Mills said he didn’t know the identity of 
the person arrested. 

FBI agents in Ohio also made an arrest in 
Huron on Saturday night, Wilson said. No 
further information would be released until 
after they appeared in court Monday, he 
said.Q

to Obama, his aides or other 
Democrats who anxiously 
scan economic statistics for 
signs of job growth that have 
yet to materialize. 

“Starting hopefully in early 
April, you’re going to see job 
growth, not job negative,” 
said Sen. Bob Menendez 
of New Jersey, the head of 
the Democratic senatorial 
campaign effort. 

It’s a Democratic hope that 
has only grown stronger since 
January, when Republicans 
captured the Senate seat that 
the late Massachusetts Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy had held 
for nearly a half-century. 
Underscoring their eagerness 
to switch issues, a few House 
Democrats held a news 
conference before Congress 
began its vacation at week’s 
end to say they were looking 
forward to working on 
economic concerns when they 
returned. It’s also likely that 
both parties will try to connect 
the economy and health care in 
the minds of the voters heading 
into the fall campaign. 
“Americans are asking, 
‘Where are the jobs?’ but 
Democrats remain focused on 
this job-killing government 
takeover of health care,” 
House Republican leader 
John Boehner of Ohio said as 


Obama’s allies were pushing 
their legislation through 
Congress. 

Democrats emphasized a 
Congressional Budget Office 
estimate that the legislation 
could cut the federal deficit. 
“This is ... one of the biggest 
deficit reduction measures in 
history — over $1.3 trillion 
(over 20 years) that will help 
put us on the path of fiscal 
responsibility,” Obama told 
House Democrats days before 
they passed the measure. 

Not that the steadfastly 
partisan struggle over health 
care won’t matter in this year’s 
election campaign. 

Within hours of the 
legislation’s passage, Senate 
Republican leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky said 
his party would campaign to 
“repeal and replace” Obama’s 
prized accomplishment. 

The first half of that pledge 
is a Republican fantasy as 
long as Obama is in the White 
House, as Republican leaders 
surely understand. Coming 
up with an alternative that 
his party can unify behind in 
the election campaign may 
or may not prove possible, or 
even politically desirable. 

But no matter. 

A Washington Post poll 
released Sunday reported 
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that half of those surveyed 
oppose the changes included 
in the legislation. Among that 
group, 86 percent favor an 
effort to cancel them, either in 
Congress or the courts. 

In political terms, the new 
mantra seems designed to 
appeal to two Republican 
target groups: 

—the anti-government 

tea party activists, who 
staged sometimes unruly 
demonstrations outside the 
Capitol a week ago and want 
simply to rip out the new law 
before it can take root. 

—swing voters who want 
improvements made to the 
existing health care system, 
but fear that the president and 
Democrats went too far. 
Democrats argue — hope, 
really — that lagging support 
for the health care legislation 
is the result of months of 
Republican distortions as 
far back as last summer’s 
debunked charges that “death 
panels” would decide the fate 
of elderly people covered by 
the government-run Medicare 
program. 

Now Democrats hope they can 
argue successfully that they 
can govern effectively, and 
they are promoting a series of 
highly popular changes that 
will take effect in the next 
six months. Small businesses 
will be eligible for tax credits 
to help them cover the cost 
of insurance for employees, 
Obama said in Iowa a few 
days ago, and older people 
with high drug costs will 
receive a $250 rebate from the 
government. 

“This year, insurance 
companies will no longer be 
able to drop people’s coverage 
when they get sick, or place 
lifetime limits or restrictive 
annual limits on the amount 
of care they can receive,” the 
president added. 

“This is the reform that some 
folks in Washington are still 
hollering about. And now that 
it’s passed, they’re already 
promising to repeal it.... Well, 
I say go for it.”Q 
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Many felony pot cases tossed out of Calif, courts

SAN FRANCISCO - Police 
in a northern California town 
thought they had an open- 
and-shut case when they 
seized more than two pounds 
of marijuana from a couple’s 
home, even though doctors 
authorized the pair to use pot 
for medical purposes. 

San Francisco police thought 
the same with a father and son 
team they suspected of abusing 
the state’s medical marijuana 
law by allegedly operating an 
illegal trafficking operation. 
But both cases were tossed 
out along with many other 
marijuana possession cases 
in recent weeks because 
of a California Supreme 
Court ruling that has police, 
prosecutors and defense 
attorneys scrambling to make 
sense of a gray legal area: What 
is the maximum amount of 
cannabis a medical marijuana 
patient can possess? 

No one can say for sure how 
many dismissals and acquittals 
have been prompted by the 
ruling, but the numbers are 
stacking up since the Supreme 
Court on Jan. 21 tossed out 
Patrick Kelly’s marijuana 
possession conviction. 

The high court struck down 
a 7-year-old state law that 
imposed an 8-ounce limit on 
the amount of pot medical 
users of marijuana could 
possess. The court said patients 
are entitled to a “reasonable” 
amount of the drug to treat 
their ailments. 

Law enforcement officials say 
the ruling has made the murky 
legal landscape of marijuana 
policy in California even more 
challenging to enforce. 

Since California voters 


legalized medical marijuana 
in 1996, there has been 
tension between local law 
enforcement officials and 
federal authorities, who 
view marijuana as absolutely 
illegal. 

That tension is expected to 
become even more pronounced 
if the state’s voters approve 
a November ballot measure 
legalizing possession of small 
amounts of marijuana. 

“The way the law is now it 
puts law enforcement between 
a rock and a hard place,” said 
Martin J. Mayer, a lawyer 
who represents California 
State Sheriff’s Association, 
California Police Chief’s 
Association and California 
Peace Officers’ Association. 
“The measure, if it passes, will 
make it even more difficult. 
They just don’t like being in 
the middle.” 

Prosecutors are backing away 
from some cases filed before 
the court ruling. 

“Gray is not a good color for 
the law,” said Shasta County 
District Attorney Gerald 
Benito, who dismissed a 
case earlier this month and is 
considering dropping several 
more because of the ruling. “It 
makes it very difficult for us 
to enforce the law — I think 
everyone is crying out for a 
clear line.” 

Benito cited the Supreme 
Court ruling in dropping 
charges on March 5 against 
James Bradley Hall, who 
was arrested in October and 
charged with growing 40 
marijuana plants. 

The next week, a San Francisco 
jury acquitted a father and son 
charged with growing three 
dozen plants. The lawyers for 
Thomas Chang, 62, and his 


son, Errol Chang, 30, based 
their defense on the Kelly 
case, arguing that the men 
needed that much pot to treat 
their medical conditions. 

In Vacaville, located between 
San Francisco and Sacramento, 
prosecutors in February 
dropped their two-year pursuit 
of Johanna and Joe Azevedo, 
a husband and wife charged 
with possessing about two 
pounds of marijuana. 

Both sides agreed to put the 
Azevedo case on hold until 
the Supreme Court decided 
the Kelly case. 

“Fighting this pretty well 
drained what little money we 
had,” Johanna Azevedo said 
of her legal fight with Solano 
County prosecutors. “But it 
was a very happy day when the 
Kelly case was announced.” 
Still, not all defense attorneys 
and marijuana advocates are as 
content with the ruling as the 
Azevedos and others who had 
their criminal cases dropped. 
Some argue that clear-cut limits 
actually would shield medical 
marijuana patients from law 
enforcement officials who 
have a strict interpretation of 
what constitutes a “reasonable” 
amount. 

“I wish there was a bright line,” 
said Bruce Margolin, one of 
the nation’s most renowned 
marijuana defense attorneys. 
“It’s the only protection 
against arrest.” 

Aclosely-watched Sacramento 
case was expected to help 
clarify what a reasonable 
amount of medical marijuana 
is. But it further muddied the 
question. 

The jury acquitted Matthew 
Zugsberger of a felony 
possession charge but 
convicted him of a felony

Obama had gone Friday 
afternoon to the presidential 
retreat at Camp David in 
Maryland, from which 
unnoticed departures are 
easier because of its secluded 
mountain location. The small 
contingent of White House 


aides and media brought on 
the trip were sworn to secrecy. 
Obama arrived in Kabul just 
two days after a threatening 
new audio message from 
al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden, believed to be hiding 
along the ungovemed border 
between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. “I thought I’d come 
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over and say hello,” Obama 
told the troops in a jaunty 
remark that set the stage for 
stark reminders of the terrorist 
threat that rose from this soil. 
“If this region slides 
backwards,” Obama told the 
troops, “if the Taliban retakes 
this country, al-Qaida can 
operate with impunity, then 
more American lives will be 
at stake, the Afghan people 
will lose their opportunity for 
progress and prosperity and 
the world will be significantly 
less secure. As long as I’m 
your commander in chief, I’m 
not going to let that happen.” 
That resolve was meant just 
as surely for stateside citizens 
as for the people who heard 
it face to face. Polls find that 
Americans are divided on the 
war if, more recently, favorable 
to Obama’s handling of it. 
Obama’s dark suit was soiled 
with dust when he stepped off 
hishelicopteratthepresidential 
palace in Kabul. White House 
officials said Obama, in 
private talks, wanted to drive 
home the point that Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and 
his Cabinet must do more to 


battle corruption and cronyism 
in government. 

Karzai “needs to be seized with 
how important that is,” said 
Jim Jones, Obama’s national 
security adviser. Karzai has 
raised eyebrows in Washington 
with recent trips to Iran, 
China and Pakistan and his 
welcoming Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad to 
Kabul this month. 

In public remarks,Obama told 
Karzai and his Cabinet that 
he was pleased with progress 
made since their last discussion 
by secure videoconference 
on March 15. Obama invited 
him to visit Washington on 
May 12. He also praised 
recent steps in the military 
campaign against insurgents. 
But he stressed that Afghans 
need to see conditions on the 
ground get better. “Progress 
will continue to be made ... 
but we also want to continue 
make progress on the civilian 
front,” Obama said, referring 
to anti-corruption efforts, good 
governance and adherence to 
the rule of law. “All of these 
things end up resulting in 
an Afghanistan that is more 


prosperous and more secure.” 
Karzai promised that his 
country “would move forward 
into the future” to eventually 
take over its own security, 
and he thanked Obama for the 
American intervention in his 
country. 

He told Obama he has begun to 
establishmorecrediblenational 
institutions on corruption and 
made clear he intends to make 
ministerial appointments more 
representative of the multiple 
ethnic and geographic regions 
of the country, according to a 
U.S. account of the meeting. 
The White House insisted that 
Karzai’s Cabinet participate 
in most of the meetings with 
Obama.

The bomb exploded at 10:40 p.m. 
local time Sunday, police said. 
The boy’s sister was transported 
to a children’s hospital with slight 
bums on her the face and hands and 
bmising. Her mother, who was in 
a state of shock, was also slightly 
injured. She was taken to a different 
hospital. “We do not know yet about 
the motive or the intended target. All 
I can tell you, from what the mother 
told the police, is that the victim 
was her 15-year-old son,” police 
spokesman Athanasios Kokalakis 
told The Associated Press. He said 
the family is from Afghanistan. 

The Civil Protection ministry later 
released a statement saying the boy 
stumbled upon a bag in a garbage bin 
that contained the bomb. 


Police cordoned off the street and 
were searching the area. Television 
footage showed an ambulance 
leaving the scene of the blast. The 
victim’s body is still on the scene of 
the explosion pending the arrival of 
a coroner. 

“The perpetrators ... consider all of 
us as their enemies. We will find 
them soon,” said Civil Protection 
Minister Michalis Chryssochoidis, 
who mshed to the scene. 

The bomb exploded outside the 
headquarters of the Hellenic 
Management Association, a private 
not-for-profitorganization,Kokalakis 
said, but he said it was not clear 
whether this was the intended target. 
Radical left-wing and anarchist 
groups often carry out bombings in 
Athens, but most are on a small scale 
and cause no injuries. 

However, some groups have been 
escalating attacks of late. 

Last week, three bombings targeted 
the offices of an ultra right-wing 
party, a police immigration center and 
a Pakistani immigrant leader’s home. 
The three attacks, none of which 


caused any injuries, were claimed by 
the Conspiracy Nuclei of Fire group, 
which said it wanted to highlight the 
issue of racism in Greece.

Abhisit has repeatedly rejected 
the protesters’ demands that he 
dissolve Parliament, arguing 
that calling new elections 
will not fix Thailand’s deep 
political problems.

The talks were a relatively 
calm moment after more 
than two weeks of protests 
that have drawn more than 
100,000 people to peaceful but 
increasingly confrontational 
rallies against a government 
that demonstrators consider 
illegitimate. The protests have 
raised concerns of violence 
and prompted travel warnings 
from three dozen countries. 
“Can we bring a pleasant 
atmosphere back to the 
country?” Vejjajva asked 
during the talks, which 
included tension, some 
laughter, a few jokes and a 


plea from the protesters to 
take a bathroom break after 
two hours. 

Abhisit has been sleeping 
and working at an army 
base outside Bangkok since 
the protests started March 
12. He had initially refused 
protesters’ demands for talks 
on live television but abruptly 
reversed course Sunday “to 
restore peace and minimize the 
chance of violence,” his office 
said. He met protest leaders 
at an academic institute in a 
Bangkok suburb. 

The talks were broadcast on a 
giant screen at the main protest 
site, in the historic heart of 
Bangkok, where thousands of 
red-shirted protesters watched 
and waited for direction from 
their leaders. 

“For now, we are not going 
to mobilize any more red 
shirts,” protest leader Jatuporn 
Prompan said as he exited 
the talks. “But we hope that 
tomorrow we get a clearer 
picture.” 

Sunday’s talks gave the Red 
Shirt leaders new legitimacy 
but offered a face-saving 
situation for both sides, 
analysts said. 

“The prime minister has 
defused the tension quite 
nicely,” said Somchai 
Pagapasvivat, political science 
professor at Bangkok’s 
Thammasat University. 

“The meeting today and 
tomorrow won’t achieve 
anything concrete. But it’s a 
truce. It’s a temporary win- 
win situation for both sides,” 
he said. □ 
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Colombia’s FARC rebels 
release captive soldier

VILLAVICENCIO, Colombia 
(AP) — Colombian rebels 
handed over a 23-year-old 
soldier to the International Red 
Cross on Sunday in their first 
release of a captive in more 
than a year. 

Pvt. Josue Calvo had been held 
since last April. He walked out 
of a loaned Brazilian helicopter 
emblazoned with the Red Cross 
logo and into the long embrace 
of his father and sister after 
being picked up in the jungle 
and flown to this provincial 
capital at the eastern foot of the 
Andes. 

“Joy came home again,” the 
father, Luis Alberto Calvo, 
said. Although the rebels had 
reported him suffering from 
an undisclosed illness and not 
ambulatory, Calvo did not use 
the wheelchair that awaited him. 
He walked on his own, with the 
aid of a staff. But he did not 
speak — only giving a thumbs 
up — at a news conference at 
which his father explained that 


Calvo’s mother had abandoned 
the family when Josue was a 
boy. 

Afterward, the soldier and his 
family were flown in a military 
plane to the capital, Bogota, 
where Calvo was to undergo 
tests at the Military Hospital. 
Calvo is the first of two soldiers 
the leftist Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, or FARC, 
says it is freeing this week in 
what the insurgents call their 
last goodwill unilateral release. 
The other is Sgt. Pablo Emilio 
Moncayo, who has been held 
for more than 12 of his 32 years 
and whose father gained fame 
for walking halfway across 
Colombia to press for his 
release. 

Piedad Cordoba, the opposition 
senator who led the rescue 
mission, said Calvo was 
emotional and lightheaded 
during the flight from the 
village of Santa Lucia, where 
rebels handed him over. 

Peace commissioner Frank Pearl 
told reporters that Calvo decided 
not to make any statements to 


the media and would be taken to 
a military hospital in the capital, 
Bogota. 

“YES, PEACE IS POSSIBLE, 
IT’S IRREVERSIBLE,” 
Cordoba said in the play-by- 
play of the release that she has 
been running on her Twitter 
feed. 

The FARC says it will now 
demand a swap of jailed rebels 
in exchange for the 20 police 
and soldiers it still holds, most 
for more than a decade. 
President Alvaro Uribe, who 
steps down in August after two 
consecutive four-year terms, is 
hugely popular in Colombia for 
aggressively fighting the FARC 
and dealing it crushing blows, 
including the 2008 rescue of 
former presidential candidate 
Ingrid Betancourt, three U.S. 
military contractors and eleven 
other captives. 

Uribe has called the FARC’s 
unilateral releases cynical 
publicity stunts that belie their 
disregard for civilian life. 
Colombia’s armed forces chief 
says he believes the FARC

is behind a bombing in the 
administrative center of the 
Pacific port of Buenaventura 
on Wednesday that killed nine 
people.

Geely to buy Volvo from 
Ford for $1.8 billion

STOCKHOLM - Zhejiang Geely Holding Group signed a 
binding deal Sunday to buy Ford Motor Co.’s Volvo Cars unit 
for $1.8 billion, representing a coup for the independent Chinese 
automaker which is aiming to expand in Europe. 

The stock purchase agreement is subject to regulatory approvals 
and is expected to be completed in the third quarter, representatives 
of the two automakers said as they presented the deal at a news 
conference at Volvo Cars headquarters in Goteborg, on Sweden’s 
west coast. 

The agreement was signed by Geely’s chairman, Li Shufu and 
Ford Chief Financial Officer Lewis Booth, and witnessed by 
Li Yizhong, the Chinese minister of industry and information 
technology, as well as Swedish Minister for Enterprise and Energy 
Maud Olofsson. 

The transaction will be made through a $200 million note, while 
the remainder will be paid out in cash, Booth said at the Webcast 
news conference. “We think it’s a fair price for a good business, 
and yes, we’re happy with the deal we’ve achieved with Geely,” he 
said, adding that his company believes that, under Geely, “Volvo 
can continue to build its business and return to profitability.” 

The deal also covers further agreements on intellectual property 
rights, supply, and research and development arrangements 
between Volvo Cars, Geely and Ford. 

Li, whose comments were translated by an interpreter, described 
the deal as “a milestone” for both Geely and Volvo, adding his 
group will make a Volvo CEO public “in due course.” 

In a statement, Geely said it has secured all the financing 
necessary to complete the deal, as well as “significant working 
capital facilities to fund Volvo Cars’ ongoing business.” 

Geely said it aims to keep Volvo’s existing manufacturing 
facilities in Sweden and Belgium, but that it will also explore 
manufacturing opportunities in China. 

“China, the largest car market in the world, will become Volvo’s 
second home market. Volvo will be uniquely positioned as a 
world-leading premium brand, tapping into the opportunities in 
the fast-growing China market,” Li said.Q 


Greece bailout: What's the future of the euroP 


London - Faced with the gravest crisis yet in the 
history of the decade-old euro, European Union 
leaders met in Brussels last week to thrash out 
how to protect the currency’s Achilles’ heel: 
Greece. 

By summit’s end, the 15 eurozone countries 
(other than Greece) and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) had agreed to a package 
of loans that may head off a crisis for now. 
While no figures were announced formally 
for the Greece bailout, officials said the 
amount available could total €22 billion ($29 
billion). The money would be made available 
if Greece ends up facing default. The promise 
of availability will now, the country’s involved 
hope, act as a buffer for market confidence in 
Greece and make it easier for the country to 
raise money on the open market. 

Despite the agreement, Greece’s debt, far larger 
than eurozone rules allow, is likely to remain 
a source of anxiety for the currency for some 
time. 

Why are the woes of the Greek economy so 
linked to the health of the euro? Greece has 
long lived beyond its means while concealing 
a ballooning deficit. Greece must refinance 
much of its €300 billion ($419 billion) debt by 
the end of May or risk default. A default would 
blow a hole in the credibility of the eurozone. 
“If we created the euro, we cannot let a country 
fall that is in the eurozone. Otherwise, there 
was no point in creating the euro,” warned 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy. 

But the rules of the euro prohibit bailouts of the 
kind Greece may yet need. EU leaders sought 
last week to craft a bailout by another name 
that would circumvent those rules through 
provision of bilateral loans. 

Why has the possibility of an intervention by 
the IMF been raised?The eurozone’s dominant 
member, Germany, had stubbornly refused to 
endorse a Greek rescue package, insisting that 
Greece must get its own house in order through 
austerity measures. Berlin, seeking to limit its 
own responsibility for Greece’s problems, has 
argued for IMF involvement despite misgivings 
by France. 

Germany’s chancellor, Angela Merkel, said 
March 15 that European governments should 
only help Greece when it is “at the brink 
of bankruptcy, which it luckily is not at the 
moment.” If aid was required, “the IMF is a 
topic we need to look at,” she insisted. 

IMF involvement may be positive for Greece, 
since it’s likely to lend at lower interest rates 
than the European powers. Despite Greek 
promises to cut government spending to 
reduce a budget deficit of 12.7 percent of gross 
domestic product (GDP), a backlash from 
Greek unions has raised questions over follow- 
through. 


Why is Germany so reluctant to lead a bailout 
of Greece?After years of saving, increasing 
productivity, and debt control, Germany is leery 
of helping a country that has done exactly the 
opposite. Almost one-third of Germans believe 
Greece should be asked to leave the eurozone, 
while some 40 percent think Europe’s biggest 
economy would be better off outside the single 
currency, according to a Financial Times poll. 
Some experts believe that Germany has been 
looking for a way of kicking states such as 
Greece and Spain out of the 16-member euro 
club to create a new bloc more in tune with the 
values of the old deutsche mark. 

Capturing the German mood, Chancellor 
Merkel said, “countries which cheat in their 
public finances should help themselves,” in an 
interview carried by Der Spiegel. 

How much danger is there of ‘contagion’ from 
Greece spreading elsewhere in Europe?Much 
hinges on how Greece weathers the next few 
weeks, but the biggest worry is over the other 
debt-laden “PUGS,” an acronym that includes 
Portugal, Italy, Ireland, and Spain. 

Their circumstances vary. Stringent austerity 
measures unveiled by Ireland have convinced 
many economists about its prospects for 
returning to growth, despite concerns that 
spending cuts and tax hikes will suck demand 
out of the economy and prolong Ireland’s 
slump. 

The eurozone’s fourth-largest economy, Spain, 
is another matter. Spanish unemployment is 
more than 20 percent, and the government 
deficit is around 9 percent of GDP. Spain 
is expected to take on more debt with bond 
issues. 

“Spain is going to pose a big problem. It is in 
all sorts of trouble about how it will increase 
growth. It lost a great deal of competitiveness, 
and costs have gone up,” says Simon Tilford, an 
economist at the Centre for European Reform, 
a think tank in London. 

“Any economy regarded as having poor 
growth prospects is going to struggle to borrow 
at affordable levels.” 

Economists fear a Greek-style crisis in Spain 
would have a more devastating impact on the 
euro, while it remains unclear if other states 
would step in to help. 

What are likely to be the long-term consequences 
of the crisis?Some predict a growing clamor 
- particularly from Paris and Berlin - for more 
mutual scrutiny of member states’ budgets 
and perhaps more oversight by the European 
Commission, the EU’s executive entity. That 
would further alienate “euroskeptic” opponents 
of deeper European integration, such as British 
Conservatives hoping to take over the reins in 
Britain, currently one of 11 EU states that have 
not adopted the euro.Q

In the women’s keirin final, Simona 
Krupeckaite won Lithuania’s first gold of 
the tournament, beating Britain’s Victoria 
Pendleton by a whisker. Olga Panarina 
from Belarus picked up the bronze. 

This is Krupeckaite’s second medal after 
winning the silver in the women’s 500 time 
trial earlier in the week. 

In the final event of the competition, the 
men’s sprint, Gregory Bauge retained his 
title to secure another gold for France, 
beating Australia’s Shane Perkins. Third 
place went to fellow Frenchman Kevin

A potential semifinal opponent 
is No. 6 Andy Roddick, 
who reached the final 16 by 
beating Sergiy Stakhovsky in 
55 minutes, 6-2, 6-1. 

Nadal will next face fellow 
Spaniard David Ferrer, who 
beat Ivo Karlovic 7-6 (5), 6- 
3. Olivier Rochus, who upset 
Djokovic in the second round, 
lost to No. 27 Thomaz Bellucci 
6-3, 6-4. 

Advancing to the women’s 
fourth round were Belgian pair 
and Grand Slam champions 
Justine Henin and Kim 
Clijsters. They could meet in 
the semifinals. Second-seeded 
Caroline Wozniacki and 
defending champion Victoria 
Azarenka also won. 

In the early going against 
Nalbandian, it looked as 
though Nadal might have 
the coming week off. The 
Argentine, a former top-five 
player mounting a comeback 
from hip surgery, more than 
held his own in long baseline 
rallies and often found the 
open court with his backhand. 
It was no fluke — Nalbandian 
has beaten 16-time Grand 
Slam champion Federer eight 
times. “Against a player with 
this talent, you are always a 
little bit scared,” Nadal said. 
As the opening set passed 
the one-hour mark, Nadal 
endured several wobbly 
moments, most notably when 
he double-faulted with a serve 
that missed by two meters. 
“Amazing,” Nadal said. 

That made the score 5-all in the 
tiebreaker. Nadal regrouped to 
reach set point, then let it slip 
away and lost the final three 
points of the set. 

But after dropping serve early 
in the match when he double- 
faulted on break point, Nadal 
held his final 11 service games. 
Nalbandian began pressing to 


finish rallies, losing two in a 
row when he tried drop shots, 
and his errors mounted. 

“I felt he was a little bit more 
tired than me,” Nadal said. “He 
started to have more mistakes, 
and was a little bit easier for 
me to play.” 

Nadal, hampered by knee 
trouble in recent months, has 
gone without a title in his past 
12 tournaments. But with the 
clay-court season approaching, 
the four-time French Open 
champion is encouraged about 
the direction of his game. 

He reached the semifinals at 
Indian Wells this month before 
losing to Ivan Ljubicic, and 
now he’s trying to win his first 
title at Key Biscayne, where 
he was runner-up in 2005 and 
2008. 

“I’m very happy how I 
am doing in this American 
hardcourt season,” Nadal said. 
“Every match right now I want 
to be really important for me, 
and every victory gives me 
confidence.” 

The unseeded Henin, 
mounting a comeback after a 
20-month retirement, beat No. 
26 Dominika Cibulkova 6-4, 
6-4. Clijsters, seeded 14th, 
swept the first nine games and 
needed only 51 minutes to 
beat No. 17 Shahar Peer 6-0, 
6 - 1 . 

Wozniacki, hampered by a 
viral illness and dizziness, 
rallied to beat No. 32 Maria 
Kirilenko 1-6, 6-1, 6-4. 

Five games into the match, 
Wozniacki required treatment 
from a trainer, who checked 
her blood pressure before the 
match resumed. 

“I just thought, 4 OK, I don’t 
have anything to lose,”’ 
Wozniacki said. “I just tried to 
go out there and fight for every 
point. The third set I started to 
feel better.”

WASHINGTON - Well, that 
was quite a 24-hour swing.

Having reached the 
desperation point in their 
bid to make the playoffs, the 
Flames scored four goals in 
the first period Sunday and 
beat the Washington Capitals

Captain Jarome Iginla had 
said the Flames needed to 
“run the table” to get into the 
postseason after a 5-0 loss at 
Boston on Saturday. He and 
his teammates responded 
by salvaging a three-game 
road trip that began with two 
losses. 

“We played with the effort 
that we’re supposed to,” 
defenseman Robyn Regehr 
said, “and we have to do that 
for the rest of the year.” 

The win moved Calgary 
within four points of eighth- 
place Colorado and within 
five of seventh-place Los 
Angeles in the Western 
Conference, pending the 
result of Colorado’s game 
later Sunday. 

Ales Kotalik, Ian White, Jay 
Bouwmeester, Niklas Hagman 


and Rene Bourque scored for 
the Flames. Miikka Kiprusoff, 
who was pulled in the third 
period of the loss to the 
Bruins, made 31 saves against 
the Capitals as Calgary won in 
Washington for the first time 
in 11 years. 

“We’re all talking about that 
we want to be in the playoffs,” 
Iginla said. “But we’ve got to 
go earn it and earn a chance. 
Now we’re in position where 
we’re just trying to earn a 
chance and see what other 
teams do.” 

Alex Ovechkin got his 46th 
goal for Washington and also 
had an assist to reach the 100- 
point mark for the fourth time 
in his five-year career. David 
Steckel and Mathieu Perreault 
also scored for the Capitals, 
who lost at home in regulation 
for only the fifth time in 36 
games this season. 

“We didn’t have any energy,” 
Washington coach Bruce 
Boudreau said.

streak without a regulation 
loss (17-0-2) remains intact 
because the Capitals later 
scored three goals.

AHATA’s General Assembly is ‘historic’ 




ORANJESTAD— “It is a 
new ball game and it is up to 
us to score a homerun.” That 
statement of the Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association 
President summed up the new 
era in the marketing of Aruba, 
referring to the creation of 
the Aruba Tourism Marketing 
Fund, a new public/private 
partnership just signed last 
week. 

Nieuwmeijer made that 
comment during last 
weekend’s General Assembly 
of AHATA held at the Hyatt 
Regency. Nieuwmeijer and 
his fellow executive board 
members Paul Gielen, Warren 
Stanley, Javier Wolter and 
Edgar Roeloffs and the rest 
of the board, as well as Aruba 
tourism executive considered 
the meeting a ‘historic one,’ as 
it marked the beginning of a 
new era. The Aruba Tourism 
Marketing Fund (ATMF) 
creates a fixed funding for an 
independent Aruba Tourism 
Authority.

This new development will bring 
changes for AHATA as well, and 
now the association will direct 
more attention to the membership 
service programs and continue 
to act as an advocate in the 
interest of broader issues, such 
as labor laws, taxation, safety 
and security, environmental and 
beach management matters. 
AHATA needs to remain sharp 
in a still unstable economy, 
Nieuwmeijer pointed out. Even 
though the numbers for the latest 
high season indicate a slight 
improvement in arrivals and room 


nights, the upcoming low season, 
particularly the summer months 
are still a major challenge. The 
fear is that the industry will have 
to cope with late bookings or no 
bookings at all. “It still shows 
that certain markets are weak.” 
This new reality means that the 
Aruban government needs to 
continue paying more attention 
toward the enhancement of the 
tourism product, the preservation 
of the regular and transient 
visitor and to bring those visitors 
to Aruba who can contribute to a 
better and sustained growth for 
the people on the island. 
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Minister pledges commitment 
for improvement. 

As for Minister of Tourism 
Otmar Oduber, his philosophy is 
that ‘Aruba that is great for living 
is also a great place to visit. ’ He 
is referring here to the three-day 
forum he held with stakeholders 
in the 

tourism industry, who were able 
to express their concerns. And his 
conclusion is that now is the time 
to improve the tourism product, 
with focus on education of all 
who are directly and indirectly 
involved with the industry. Only 
then can Aruba offer the visitor 
a unique experience when on the 
island. 

“We all acknowledge that tourism 
will remain the main thrust 
behind our economy. I have, 
therefore, delineated a clear long¬ 
term vision titled ‘Two Steps 
Ahead’ which is that Aruba will 
provide a sustainable tourism 
product by offering a balance 
between economic growth, 
social infrastructure and natural 
resources with the wellbeing of 
the population and our visitor’s 
experience as the central focus.” 
Oduber noted that for Aruba, 
as is the case for most of the 
Caribbean, achieving sustainable 
development is even more 
complicated than the majority of 
large nations, because of limited 
space. Therefore, it is crucial to 
balance the carrying capacity 
of our destination and the need 
to achieve economic growth to 
meet the desires of present and 
future generations. 



In order to maintain a competitive 
position within the marketplace, 
it is vital that the Destination 
Marketing Organization for 
Aruba (ATA) be streamlined and 
made agile to respond to any 
developments in the market as 
well as be enabled to operate in a 
timely manner without too 
many constraints which are 
currently created by complex 
financial and operational systems. 
ATA will have a functional and 
independent status by January 
first, 2011 and in the intermediary 
will institute the “Aruba Tourism 
Marketing Fund” (ATMF) where 
all room tax will flow into. For 
the first time, the Government 
will officially combine the 
room tax with the two percent 
AHATA Fee. The new tax of 9.5 
percent will secure between 48 
-50 million florins for marketing 
activities compared to the current 
combined budgets of 34 million 
florins. 

Incidentally, this legal mean 
entails that for first time RIU 
hotel, not an AHATAmember, will 
contribute to a general marketing 
fund for Aruba. In addition, the 
government allocated 6.7 million 
dollars for 

additional marketing this year, 
also in order to launch Aruba’s 
new global brand identity. “Our 
brand has high awareness, robust 
and positive word-of-mouth with 
exceptional visitor satisfaction 
rates. In 2010, the Country Brand 
Index ranked Aruba as the 2nd 
strongest Caribbean brand.” 

The Minister said a ‘brand 
activation’ process will follow 
on- and off-island to increase 
awareness of Aruba and ensure 
that we deliver on our brand 
promise. He considered it 
important to equal attention to 
the natural, indigenous, cultural 
and heritage assets supported by 
an adequate infrastructure as well 
as nurture the education and skill 
levels of human capital. 

The ‘Tourism Product 
Enhancement Fund’ will help 
achieve that goal within the very 
near future. The Government 


has already allocated three 
million florins to this fund and 
in cooperation and the Aruba 
Timeshare Association has 
committed additional sums. 
This fund will ensure continued 
upgrading of product in all areas, 
such as the Finear Park from 
the airport to the Arashi beach. 
Construction of the first phase 
will start in April, from the 
Surfside to the Wilhelmina Park. 
This will include the creation of 
pedestrian areas and bike paths 
amongst carefully sculpted 
indigenous landscaping. The Park 
will also connect all museums and 
historical attractions, exhibiting 
our vibrant culture. 

Minister Oduber stressed the 
goal to protect and promote 
our natural resources, local 
heritage and products as these 
are vital to our current and future 
generations alike and a continuous 
commitment to become as eco- 
friendly as possible. Projects 
like the Wind Energy Park at 
Vader Piet, protection of the 
coastal areas, and preservation 
and maintenance of the ‘Parke 
Nacional Arikok, ’ as well a strives 
to achieve Blue Flag certification 
later this year for three public 
beaches attest to that goal. 

“My third goal is to maintain 
strong levels of service. Aruba 
is well known for its hospitality 
and service and we want to keep 
it that way. 

We plan to accomplish this 
through awareness and 
certification programs for those 
working in the industry such 
as taxi and tour operators, and 
water sports,” Oduber stated. 
“Cleanliness and beautification 
of attractions and the beaches 
also has my attention. I would 
like to go back to the basics 
and make our beaches pristine 
and beautiful once again.” He 
stressed his commitment for 
Aruba will remain a leader in 
the Caribbean by providing 
wonderful experiences with 
opportunities created to discover 
the soul of the island, its nature, 
culture and hospitality.Q

7. Learn to Preserve 

Why preserve food? If you garden 
or buy seasonal produce in bulk, 
you can make your harvest last 
for months by learning age-old 
preservation methods. 

Whether it’s canning veggies, 
drying sunflower seeds, pickling 
cucumbers or making jams 
and jellies, there are simple 
techniques that can — with a little 
investment of time — make your 
dollar investment in a garden or a 
farm share really pay off. 

Start with 100 Mile Diet canning 
tips, then move on to the 
National Center for Home Food 
Preservation, a free government- 
funded repository for science- 
based information about food 
preservation. It even includes 
a free, self-guided course for 
beginners. 

Canning isn’t the only technique 
our grandparents did way before 
anyone described it as being 
“green.” For more ideas, see 
these 7 Lost Household Arts. 

8. Compost 

Why compost? Composting 
makes simple common sense. 
Why send nutrients to the landfill 
or incinerator, when you can 
transform them into compost 
that will nourish your vegetable 
or flower garden, or your indoor 
potted plants? You’ll save on 
fertilizer costs for the yard or 
garden, and you make good use 
of all the food you buy — even 
those parts you don’t eat. 
Composting can be as easy as 
setting aside some space in a 
yard that can be kept free of 
animals and piling up vegetable 
and fruit waste (along with 
things like coffee grinds, egg 
shells and certain other foods and 
compostable packaging), as well 
as grass clippings, leaves and 
other yard waste. To speed up the 
decomposition process, manage 
the ratio of wastes, and turn the 
compost pile. Look for specific 
tips on the Web, where sites like 
howtocompost.org spell it out in 
detail. 


And don’t think composting is 
just for people living with an acre 
of land. Kitchen compost bins 
and worm bins are available for 
urban composting, too. If you’re 
lucky, your city or community 
garden may even accept kitchen 
wastes for composting. 

9. Buy USDA Organic Foods 

Why buy organic? Modem 
agriculture canbe environmentally 
destmctive by causing soil 
erosion, polluting water with 
fertilizers and chemical pesticides 
and, potentially, by altering the 
gene pool of natural ecosystems. 
Organic foods are produced 
without synthetic growth 
hormones, genetically engineered 
organisms, antibiotics, chemical 
fertilizers or manmade chemical 
pesticides. 

Organic growing methods were 
developed by those who realized 
the longterm health of the soil - 

- and its ability to continue to 
provide nutrients needed to grow 
food — depends on more than 
adding fossil fuel-basedfertilizers, 
killing pests with toxic chemicals 
and planting genetically modified 
seeds that can withstand pesticide 
treatments. 

The Department of Agriculture’s 
organic certification is one of the 
most tmstworthy labels available, 
and a handful of other organic 
labels are also meaningful, 
according to Consumers Union. 
(Note that, unless it says it’s 
100% organic, it probably isn’t 

— quite; certain ingredients that 
aren’t available in organic forms 
are allowed in foods labeled 
“organic.”) 

When it comes to personal 
health, eating organic foods 
sometimes means — according 
to some research — eating a more 
nutritious vegetable, and it also 
means avoiding any pesticide 
residue (see the Dirty Dozen 
fruits and veggies that tend to 
have the most pesticide residue, 
and the Clean 15 that tend not to 
be tainted). 

Organic produce sometimes 


comes at a premium price. Here 
are 5 simple tips to help you save 
on organic food, or any food, 
really. 

Take organic a step further and 
look for organic beers, organic 
wines or biodynamic wines. 

10. Learn the Labels That Have 
Integrity 

Why do it? Labels are supposed 
to make our lives easier, by 
pointing out those foods made 
in ways that meet our ethical 
and environmental standards. 
Unfortunately, there are too many 
labels, claiming too many things 
— and while some are highly 
meaningful, some are downright 
deceiving. 

In addition to USDA organic, 
here are some good labels to look 
for: 

Fair Trade Certified ensures that 
farmers and farm workers in 
developing nations receive a fair 
price for their product and work 
in fair democratic conditions; 
and that they are likely to 
be small-scale farms using 
sustainable farming methods. 
Shade Grown or Bird Friendly 
coffee, and Rainforest Alliance 
certified coffee, orange juice, 
chocolate and bananas all 
ensure that farming practices 
maintain rainforest health and 
native biodiversity, including 
migratory songbirds that spend 
summers in the North Americans 
and winters in the south. 
Demeter Certified Biodynamic 
ensures that foods are grown 
biodynamically, which means 
without synthetic pesticides 
and fertilizers, without most 
animal by-products and without 
genetically altered seeds, 
among other requirements. 
Country of Origin Labels In 
2009, the U.S. expanded country 
of origin labeling (COOL) so that 
you can be more aware of who’s 
producing your food. With more 
than 400,000 facilities in 170 
countries producing food sold in 
the U.S., that can be important 



information. (Remember the 
Chinese melamine scares of 2007 
and 2008?) 

11. Check the Labels on Meat 
and Dairy Carefully 

Why look for labels on meat and 
dairy carefully? As we already 
explained, the decision to eat 
meat, and how much, is one of 
the biggest choices you make in 
your diet. Whether it’s because 
of a sense of affinity for other 
living breathing animals, out of 
knowledge of the environmental 
impact that raising livestock and 
other animals has, it’s worth it 
to choose your meat and dairy 
products carefully. 

Some terms on labels mean 
virtually nothing — or at least 
nothing verifiable. Phrases like 
“antibiotic free,” “free range,” 
“no chemicals,” “no additives,” 
“natural” or even “fresh” 
are deemed not meaningful 
by Consumer Union’s very 
useful Eco-labels center (at 
greenerchoices.org for guides for 
meat and dairy). 

The same organic labels that apply 
to other foods apply here. USDA 
organic is trustworthy, as are a 
handful of others. Other labels 
with integrity to look for include 
“Certified Humane Raised,” and 
“Grass fed” — if accompanied 
by USDA certification. 

12. Choose Fish Carefully 

Why choose fish carefully? First, 
fish can be highly contaminated 
with toxic chemicals like 
mercury and PCBs, so you want 
to avoid eating tainted species, 
particularly if you are pregnant, 
may get pregnant, are nursing, 
or planning to serve the meal to 
a child. (Government warnings 
have shifted and sometimes one 
agency’s recommendations have 
contradicted those of another 
agency, or of respected advocacy 
groups.) Second, the world’s 
stocks of commercial fish are, 
in many cases, being fished 


at unsustainable rates that are 
leading to collapsing populations. 
That said, fish are a healthy meat, 
so many people want to make 
fish a part of their diets. 

A great source of information 
about fish comes from the 
Environmental Defense Fund’s 
Seafood Selector, which 
identifies which fish are both 
caught sustainably and are low 
in contaminants — and which are 
not. It has a searchable database 
of fish, and also provides a handy 
wallet-sized card to take to the 
fish market. 

According to Consumer’s Union, 
no fish label is highly meaningful, 
but each of the following will tell 
you something: 

Dolphin Safe in most cases 
certifies that tuna is caught 
without killing dolphins, but only 
applies to the primary fishing 
grounds in the eastern Pacific, 
not to tuna caught elsewhere. 
FishWise is very useful for 
choosing sustainably caught fish 
and “somewhat meaningful” for 
determining contaminant levels. 
Marine Stewardship Council is 
“somewhat meaningful”; while it 
provides consumers information 
about which fish are sustainably 
harvested, the standards 
used to determine what is 
“sustainable” can be inconsistent. 
Safe Harbor is “somewhat 
meaningful” for choosing fish 
that are less contaminated (below 
median level) with mercury, but is 
not useful for comparing mercury 
levels between species. In other 
words, hypothetically, you may 
choose a Safe Harbor-labeled 
tuna that is less contaminated 
than other tuna, but it could 
be still more contaminated 
than an unlabeled swordfish. 
Seafood Safe is “somewhat 
meaningful” for choosing fish 
that are lower in two common 
contaminants, PCBs and mercury. 
The label relies on data from 
the tests of random samples of 
fishQ

Romer is expert at 
Parliament hearing 


THE HAGUE—Former Antillean Prime Minister and 
Minister of Justice Susy Camelia-Romer is one of the experts 
invited for the hearing on justice in the Second Chamber next 
Wednesday. 

Camelia-Romer is the only Antillean who appears on the list 
of five experts invited by the Dutch Parliament’s Permanent 
Committee of Antillean and Aruban Affairs NAAZ to give 
their vision on the Kingdom Consensus Laws relating to 
justice before these laws are handled by the Second Chamber 
next month. 

The other five experts are: Chairman Harm Brouwer of the 
Council of Attorneys General; Chairman M.A. Beuving of 
the Council of Chief Police Commissioners; and Detectives 
Chief H. Vissers and Police Chief Aad Meijboom, both of the 
police corps Rotterdam-Rijnmond. The latter police corps 
examined the Antillean police forces last year. 

The experts will give their view on the proposed legislation 
of the Joint Court of Justice, the Public Prosecutor’s Offices, 
and police organisation of countries Curasao and St. Maarten 
and the BES islands of Bonaire, St. Eustatius, and Saba, and 
the Council for the Maintenance of Law and Order. 

A second hearing is scheduled for Wednesday afternoon. Six 
experts will give their view on the proposed amendment to the 
Kingdom Charter.

Transitional agreement 
movement of persons BES 
islands approved 


THE HAGUE-The Dutch 
Council of Ministers on 
Friday approved a proposal 
to establish a transitional 
arrangement that regulates the 
admission of Dutch citizens 
on the BES islands of Bonaire, 
St. Eustatius, and Saba. The 
arrangement protects the 
islands from an influx of 
Dutch citizens. 

The proposal, presented by 
caretaker Minister of Justice 
Ernst Hirsch Ballin and 
caretaker State Secretary 
of Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bij leveld- Schouten, arranged 
for the existing rules for the 
admission of Dutch citizens 
to remain in effect until the 
Kingdom Law that regulates 
the movement of persons 
is implemented on the BES 
islands. 

The transitional arrangement 
was needed to prevent that 
a gap between the moment 
that the three islands become 
part of the Netherlands 


as “public entities” and 
the implementation of 
the Movement of Persons 
Kingdom Law. 

The Dutch Government 
considered it “undesirable” in 
this transitional arrangement, 
to implement unilaterally 
the Movement of Persons 
Kingdom Law for all Dutch 
citizens in the Kingdom in a 
limited part of the Kingdom, 
the BES islands. 

In the absence of a transitional 
arrangement, in principle, all 
Dutch citizens would have 
had free admission to the BES 
islands, whereas the other 
countries, including the future 
countries Curasao and St. 
Maarten, would not have that 
free access. 

This, argued the Dutch 
Kingdom Council of 
Ministers, would not be in 
agreement with the intended 
reciprocity in a Movement of 
Person Kingdom Law. It was 


for this reason that The Hague 
opted to maintain the existing 
rules for the time being. 

The point of departure of the 
Persons Movement Kingdom 
Law is to create a uniform 
regime that regulates free 
access of all Dutch citizens 
with as few restrictive 
conditions as possible. The 
law would be applicable to all 
countries in the Kingdom. 

The transitional arrangement 
will be sent to the Second 
Chamber in the form of an 
amendment to the Admittance 
and Expulsion Law BES, the 
LTU BES. This law proposal 
has already been sent to the 
Second Chamber where the 
initial handling will take place 
on April 15. 

LTU BES regulates the 
admission of foreigners to 
the BES islands, and after the 
addition of the transitional 
arrangement, the access 
of Dutch citizens to these

VILLAVICENCIO, 
Colombia (AP) - Un soldado 
de 23 anos en cautiverio 
desde hace casi un ano, se 
abrazo el domingo a sus 
parientes tras ser liberado 
por las FARC. 

Josue Daniel Calvo fue 
capturado por las Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias de 
Colombia (FARC) en abril 
del 2009 y en la jomada fue 
entregado por las guerrillas 
a una comision humanitaria 
encabezada por la senadora 
Piedad Cordoba y del 
Comite Internacional de la 
Cruz Roja (CICR). 

El soldado fue recogido 
en un punto de la selva 
no revelado, por razones 
de seguridad, y en un 
helicoptero militar de Brasil, 
pais garante del operativo, 
trasladado a Villavicencio, 
en el departamento de Meta 
y a unos 75 kilometros al 
suroeste de Bogota. 


A la 1:11pm (1811GMT) el 
helicoptero Super Cougar 
brasileno aterrizo en el 
aeropuerto de Villavicencio. 
Contrario a las versiones de 
las propias FARC, indicando 
que Calvo estaba muy 
enfermo y no podia caminar, 
el soldado descendio por 
su propio pie de la nave, 
donde fue recibido por su 
padre, Luis Alberto Calvo, 
su hermana Nubia, y todos 
se unieron en un largo 
abrazo.
